1. The undersigned net CASS 2 at the Peimaylvanla Hotel and during 

a four hear eoafereaee discussed the points m tha prearranged memorandum, 
a copy of whiab is attached hereto. Following is a etanary of tbs die* 
suasions i 

a* CASS 2 stated that he is willing to asst CAVATINA 1 either 
alaas or with others anywhere and at asy tins* 

b* At aueh a nesting he will try to roaeh an overall agreement 
with CAVATINA 1, but failing that be will try to roaoh an a gra s i— nt 
on cm operational staff, whim ha eo n ald a ra essantial to future 
opera t lone. GASS 2 stated that ha would he willing to aoenae a 
position on the operational staff if need ho. 

e. GASS 2 haa no objection* to working with CAVATINA 5 if 
CAVATINA 1 should select bin as hie representative. 

d. If the seating takes plaea, CASS 2 would want to know in 
advance who will attend the conference. If CAVATINA 2 aooompanl o a 
CAVATINA 1 then CASS 2 will request that CASSOtttSX 3 alee bo pr es ent . 
CASS 2 desires to have the seat representation as CAVATINA 1, 
aacoluding purely bodyguards if axy. 

a. CASS 2 stated that 1m Is opaa»ttiaded on questions of Joint 
or single tent dispatches end feels thetwith good will on bom sides 
this would net be e major problem. He would bo willing to eoeept 
a CAVATINA 1 men ae team group leader If he were beet qualified man 
for the Jab. 

f* CASS 2 requested that CASSONARX 3 be notified of the above 
points as hit personal views* 

2. CASS 2 stated that he has been having a bit of difficulty with 
FBI representatives. Apparently at an earlier date he reported that FBI 
requested him to register as a foreign agent. This he did not do on 

C 3 advioo. Ho does not know mo reaaen for C 3> advice. 
Consequently for the past four or five months an FBI representative has 
been calling cm him and muting to know why ho refused to register. The 
latest FBI visit was last week, The undersigned said he saw no reason 
why CASS 2 should net register sad advissd him to register ae promptly 
as possible, CASS 2 further stated that the same FBI agent is apparently 
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as PBI recruiter and would Ilka to recruit him as an 9S1 informer to 
rapes* regularly on Ukrainian activities in Nev York City* Be statad 
tut ha obtrioualy did: not viah to play tha role of an fSt informant. 

(Hotat Ha are preparing a memorandum to the 191 suggesting that th^r 
do not pro aaa d With their efforts of recruiting GASS 2 as an agent*) 

3* Subject is now employed as a laborer with the Crucible Steel 
Company in the vicinity of Newark, N* J. Be apparently has a easy 
difficult tins making ends meet and is working very hard. He Speers 
to hate lost contact with general Ukrainian sotirlties in the U* S* 
and certainly has no information of value on sush Activities in Europe 
and asm* at all an the Ukraine ltee If* Be Is awry mild and a gr ee ab le* 
aeoeptlng praetioally all smggeetlens made by the undersigned. He 
poUtioal problems of say type were dieeusssd and GASS 2 only generally 
referred to his othsr interests but Immediately stated that they were 
well knatat to us and that the undersigned bbflously did not wish to 
discuss them, 

4* CASS 2 stated that he would prefer to have CAVATINA 1 some to 
the Stats* "because it would be easier for ae to see hla ever the 
week-end without losing any pay at ay Job.* Tbs undersigned eteted 
that it was net desirable to have CAVATINA 1 costs to the States but 
mere preferable to have the meeting held in Germany , If* however, 

CAVATINA 1 objected to such arrangements we would consider holding 
the meeting in London. GASS 2 a greed and ex pr esse d the wish that tie 
undersigned accompany him to such a eonferense* Be stated that hs has not 
ssen CAVATINA 1 since approximately 194# and would be Interested in 
meeting him again as they were good friends at one time* If, h o w ev e r , 
CAVATINA 1 brought ethers with him, GASS 2 would request that CA3S0WAHX 3 
and possibly others be present at such a conference toe* Be a gr ee d that 
it would be desirable to limit the eonferense to himself, CASSOWAKX 
CAVATINA 1 and CAVATINA 2* vJLo appeared to be entirely open-minded about 

thaiflfceHbclitfasa CAVATINA 1 is approaching him on 
grounds of good will and sincere intentions 40 k he saw no reason wty a 
Joint operational staff could not bs agreed on* He emphasised hie per- 
sonal conviction that such a Joint staff is absolutely nec es s a r y under 
present conditions and for the planning of future operations into the 
Ukraine* Be felt sure that CAVATINA 1 was of the same point of view* 
Accepting CAVATINA 1*0 good intentions, CASSOWARY 2 stated that the 
matter of team leaders or mimed trams would have to bs determined by 
the personalities involved, choosing the most compatible people and 
the best leaders, irrespective of whither thsy happened to be ZP UHVH 
or OUN/B mm&ers* 
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
